MONOPOLY SOUGHT. 


Some time ago, the Government 
called for tenders for the Cheung 
Chau-Hongkong ferry service with 
a stipulation that three launches 
over 100 feet in length must be 
provided. : 

It has been calculated that this 
would requife an outlay of ‘about 
$150,000. Interest, working and 
overhead expenses would entail'a 
minimum earning of about $90 for 
each launch, or in other words, the 
three launches would have to carn 
at léast $270'a day to show a profit. 

The Kat-fongs of Cheung Chau, 
who are at present maintaining the 
service, feel that it would be im- 
possible to earn $270 a day.

In consequence 
of the numerous clauses in bills of 
lading nowadays, the only satis- 
factory way of covering theft (ex- 
cept on a Hague Rules bill of lad- 
ing) is to insure against both theft 
and nonedelivery. . 


“ CONCLUSIVE EVIDENCE.” 


- One aspect of the difficulty in- 


terests us particularly. The clause 
in the bill of lading referred to by 
our correspondent reads, “’ A sworn 
statement by a perSon in the ser- 
vice of the shipowners: that .goods 
were reccived or shipped, and/or 
another that they -could not be 
found or stating their loss, shall be 
conclusjye evidence that they have 
been stolen or pilfered.”

“The safety. factor in new air- 
ships would be very pronounced, 
We are quite hopeful of being able 
to do away with petrol and use a 
heavier oil; the possibilities in that 
respect are very good indeed. No 
reply has yet been. received to the 


offer made to the Government, but| j 


we ‘natirally’ anticipate careful 
consideration for what must: be 
regarded as an important scheme.” 
Apart from the fillip such a schme 
would give to the development of 
commercial airships, the military:
